A factory for gas appliances (such as ranges, stoves, and indiistrial 
installations) was located at 20 ulitsa Let Viksm, at the corner of 
Universitetskaya ulitsa near the railroad station. 


The N.I. Institute (Nauchno-issledovatelskiy Institut), located in the 

Dacha, area ■betweenlilie streetcar stops (referred to as pyataya dachnaya ostanovka), 

was engaged in top secret research work, allegedly in the field of electronics. 


The site once occupied by the Skhi AgricultTiral Institute had become a military 
cantonment for infantry, artillery, and tank units. This was also the location 
of a school for tank personnel. 


The oblast military commissariat was located in a one-story building on 
Pugachevskaya ulitsa. 


A hospital for contagious diseases was located on the outskirts of the city, 
in the Volzhskiy rayon. A hospital for mental diseases was located in the 
Stalinskiy rayon. 


The old harbor of the Volga had not undergone any change in the postwar period. 

In early 1957^ construction work was begun on a new freight harbor ‘hbout one-half 
kilometer south of the old port. 


A television station was located on Sadovaya ulitsa. It had been under 
construction since mid- 1956 . 


All streetcar lines originated at the Volga harbor area except lines three and 
seven which started at the central market and proceeded to the dacha area.
